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A NEW SIDELIGHT ON KENNEDY . . . 


The latest insight into the true character of John Fit- 
verald Kennedy is contained in a series of articles puh 
lished in a daily newspaper Sunday supplement in which 
he names his choices of the six “bravest” Presidents of the 
United States, ; 


This is a new approach in judgment of the men who 
have been chosen as heads of state in this great land of 
ours, 


The most outstanding survey was made back in 1948 
by Arthur M. Schlesinger, Sr., Harvard professor and fa- 
ther of the present Presidential adviser by the same name. 
Prof. Schlesinger asked 55 college history professors and 
other historial authorities to name their choices of Ameri- 
van presidents under the heading of (1) great: (2) near 
great; (3) average; (4) below average, and (5) failuras, 


The results were as follows: (1) great: Lincoln, Wash- 
ington, F, D. Roosevelt, Wilson, Jefferson and Jackson; 
2) near great: Theodore Roosevelt, Cleveland, Jchn 
Adams, and James Knox Polk: (3) average: John Quincy 
Adams, Monroe, Hayes, Madison, Van Buren, Taft, Arth- 
ur, McKinley, Johnson, Hoover, and Ben Harrison; (4) be- 
low average: Tyler, Coolidge, Fillmore, Taylor, Buchanan, 
and Pierce; (5) failures: Grant and Harding. 


Note the difference in approach of the present Presi- 
dent in choosing, not the greatest, but the six “bravest”: 
Washington, Lincoln, Theodore toosevelt, Arthur, John 
Quincy Adams and Johnson. 


Note that his choices were three men whom almost 
any third-grade grammar school student would select as 
“great” or ‘near great’ but his other three were men 
whom many college students hardly remember as Presi- 
dents. One of these three was the only President ever to 
face impeachment charges voted by the House followed by 
trial before the U. S. Senate which he survived by only one 
vote. 


It would be interesting to see if a qualified psycholo- 


gist would agree that Kennedy's reasons for selecting John . 


Quincey Adams, Johnson and Arthur denote a feeling of 
persecution and a desire for martyrdom. Speaking strict- 
ly as a layman without any pretense of being a psycholo- 
gist, but with a half-century in observing human behavior, 
it seems that Kennedy finds an inner satisfaction in a feel- 
ing of persecution. 


This stands out particularly in his selection of John 
Quincy Adams. Adams was the man who became a one- 
term President after Andrew Jackson had reeeived a plur- 
ality of the popular vote but was kept out of the White 
House after his enemies “ganged up” to throw the election 
into the House of Representatives, 


Jackson bravely came back four years later to poll 
such a high popular vote that even a coalition of his en- 
emies could not defeat him, and served two terms. 


To choose John Quincy Adams over Jackson in any 
category denotes a peculiar line of thinking, even when 
judging them on the basis of “bravery.” Jackson, who 
ought a far more expert duelist to vindicate the honor of 
tis wife; Jackson, who stood with an army of rough frent- 
ersmen at New Orleans to repel a larger trained army of 
British; Jackson, who never flinched in the face of a Pre- 
sidential campaign when, not only the name of his wife, 
out his mother was dragged through the mire!
